That any were sent back was not because 
of lack of merit in the pictures 
or because they would nos do 
sufficient credit to the ,State’s art contribu- 
tion. Then Mr. Brown wrote a letter to me 
as Chairman of the Committee on Paintings, 
showing clearly he was not altogether pleased. 
I wrote him an explanatory reply, the answer 
to which I showed several wembers of the- 
committee and explained to othe so that 
nearly ali are advised of its contents. 
Mr. Brown in the first letter made no demand 
to have his‘ accepted pictures sent back, and 
in the second seemed to be satisfied with the 
action of the committee. [ know the com- 
mittee would like, if such a thing were prac- 
ticable, to place, on exhibition every picture 
by Mr. Brown that could be had.”’

Complete Drawings of the Decorations 


Have Been Submitted and Approved. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special. |— 
Completed drawings of designs for the interi- 
or and exterior of the dome of the Govern- 
ment Building at the Columbian Exposition 
have beea submitted to the Supervising Ar- 
chitect vf the Treasury Department and ap- 
proved.| They are soft colored, running from 
brown into yellow and orange, with the dome 
in blue studded with white stars. All the col- 
umns ate marbleiged and upon the second 
story walls are eight receding panels to re- 
ceive representative illnstrations. 

Four of these panels will typify East, West, 
North, and South and their specific industries, 


while the other four will represent liberal arts, 


such as metal industries, ceramics or' pottery, 
tapestry, modeling, and architecture. These 
a are ten feet high by sixteen feet in 

ngth. Above tise second story and all around 
the inner dome is a children’s freize ten: fect 
high and 280 feet iong allegurically represeat- 
ing the commerce off this country. ere are 
two tympanums around the external dome on 
the first floor, ten feet high by thirty-two feet 
in these tympanums being typical of 
the North and South, illustrated by drawi 
respectively of the Devlaration of ladepeot- 
ence and achievements of the United 
States since that period.

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EVERYBODY TAKES THE SOVINE VIRUS. 


Reports of Smallpox Cases Keep the Vac- 
cinating Physicians in Employment. 

Because of the recent article in Tux Trrs- 
ung about smallpox vases in the city there has 
been much vaccination done by the Depart- 
ment of Health.* \;. - 

Room 8 in the City Hall has been cleared 
and assigned for purposes of free vaccination. 
The room is thronged daily by persons who 


wish to be vaccinated. All classes of people . 


call there. They speak all languages, and are 
of all ages. . 

Most of them are vaccinated on the arm, 
but every day there are young women who in- 
sist on being vaccinated on the lower limbs, 
as they move in society and do not want the 
anti-epidemic scar on’ the arm. 

The children of the public schools are vac- 
cinated free by physicians of the Health De- 


partment who visit. the school buildings. 


Many of the children from these schools visit 
the doctors’ room at the City Hall. Children 
of the parochial schools, which are not visited 
by representatives of the Health Department, 
call at the City Hall. 

To make the work thorough the Health De- 
partment has ina ated the vaccination of 
public officers. They are being vaccinated by 

recincts. Almost all the Central detail of- 

cers have been cared for. Whena frietid of 
any of the down-town officers on crossings 8a- 
lutes them the officers shy around and hold their 
left arm away out of reach of a friendly hand. 
Some of the officers have been made sick 
and unfit for duty by this preventive opera- 
tion. Last evening two Health Department 
physicians visited Maxwell Street Station and 
vaccinated sixty officers, Lieut. Byrne drew 
the men up in line for rojl-call, then they were 
ordered to strip off their coats and bare their 
left Pins and the two physicians went to 
wor es 

Thirty-three tramps, who had sought shelter 
for the night in the station, were taken up into 
the drill-room, formed inline, and vaccinated. 
They formed a motley crew. Most of them 
were ragged, there were but six overcoats in 
the crowd, several were crippled, and a dozen 
were drunk. Almost all of them objected to 
being vaccinated, but a few stern words frorn 
Lieut. Byrne, and they submitted, though 
with poor grace, to the operation. 

When a case of smallpox breaks out ,in a 
neighborhood agents from the Health rt- 
ment at once make a house to house canvass 
in the vicinity and vaccinate all who have not 
been operated upon before. This has had a 
salutory effect on checking the spread of the 
malady. ? 

The number of persons vaccinated since 
Tux Trreuns recently gave the alarin as to 
two or three cases of smalipox in th¢ city has 
reached far up among the thousands. The 
statistics are not compiled yet, but the aggre- 
gate number is large. 

Dr. Wells, one of the city physicians, said 
yesterday: “‘No large city in the United 
States is so free from smalipox today as Chi- 
cago, and this is because of the gratuitions 
and general vaccination in vogue here. Every 
day this room is crowded.’ Hundreds are 
served daily. The vaccination is free to all 
and office hours are from 9 a. m. to 12 and 
from 2 to 4 p. m.

Ore'Shipped trom Southe¥n Wisconsin. 

Gatena, LiL, Feb. 32—{Special.]—The ship- 
ments of ore from Benton, Southern Wisconsin, 
ip 1892 were: Galena, 800,000 pounds; black jack, 
8,000,000 pounds; dry bone, §.000,000 pounds.

When Col. Lowe of the Treasury Depart- 
ment came to Aurora to decide upon a site 
for the building, he pérsonally desired to see 
it located on the east side of the Fox River, 
where three-quarters of the population reside. 
He found, ‘however, that there was but one 
available site, which would be acceptable to 
the people, and that site was “ the island.”’ 

The unwritten law that the postoffice must 
be located on the island, which Col. Lowe 
found to exist, dates back to earty times. Be- 
fore the city was incorporated Aurora and 
West Aurora wére two separate towns with an 
intense rivalry betweea them. The postoffice 
was originally on the east side, much to the 
disgust of west siders. 

Island as a Site of Peace. 

Finally when Franklin Pierce was Presi- 
dent R. C, Mix was appointed Postmaster. 
He was.a west side man and at once moved 
the office to River street, on his own side. 
Great was the rejoicing of west siders when 
this was accomplished. Nearly the whole pop- 
ulation gathered on the river bank ih the 
evening in full view of east siders and there 
showed their joy by firing off cannonapé 
shoot off fireworks. One man even had 
his band blown off, so fierce was the celebra- 
tion. Mad would not express the feelings of 
patriotic east siders. They refused to have 
unything to do with the new postoffice. They 
employed a man named Frank Keynolds to 
go after their mail and bought their stamps at 

ontgomery, two miles away. This course 
brought Mr, Mix to time. To establish peace, 
and at the same time regain his commissions, 
he builé a frame postoffice on an 
island in the river midway between 
the warring factions, and on the island the 
postofiice has remained to thisday. That 
same building is now standing on the site of 
the proposed new structure. A few years later 
the Uisy of Aurora was incorporated under a 
spécial charter and it became necessary to 
build a city court-house. It was dosigned to 
contain a room for the postoffice, and the 
State Legislature was asked to determine its 
location. By a special act of the Legislature, 
therefore, it was located forever on the isl- 
and, This alleviated in a measure the feeling 
between the two divisions of the city, although 
Col. Lowe found enough left to make any 
other site impossible,

EXECUTION OF A WIFE MURDERER. 


Wallace W. Holmes Hanged at Springfield 
Maés.—Story of His Crime, 

Sprinarretp, Mass., Feb. 3.—Wallace W. 
Holmes, the wife murderer, was hanged at 
10:25 this morning. The crime for which 
Holmes paid the penalty has been regarded as 
peculiarly atrocious, On election day in No- 
vember, 1891, the body of his wife, who had 
been missing two months, was found in the 
cellar of his house on a lonely road near the 
outskirte of Chicopee. According to the testi- 
mony of his 98-year-old son Harry, Holmes be- 
came incensed at his wife early one morning 
over some trivial matter. In a rage he 
dragged herjout of bea and kicked and beat 
her until she became unconsvious. Believing 
her to be dead he dragged the body to the 
cellar and buried itin a shallow grave. At 
the post-mortem examination of the body 
sand was discovered in the lungs, indicating, 
the surgeons said, thatshbe had been buried 
alive. When theneighbors made inquiries as 
to what had becdme of his wifey Holmes toid 
them that she had eloped with a former ad- 
mirer. Butias he had often made threats 
against her life the neighbors became suspic- 
ious, and on | instituting a search found the 
body buried in the cellar. 

He was then arrested and in the following 
June tried and convicted. The case was ap- 
pealed to the|Supreme Court, which sustained 
the finding of the lower court. The death 
sentence was pronounced Oct. 28. Since then 
Holmes has admitted his guilt. He was born 
at St. Albans, Vt., and served in the Fifth 
Vermont Infantry mm the war.

Consequently he has sent to the Sen- 
ate the name of Judge Jackson of the United 
States Circuit Court as the successor of Justice 
Lamar, and though he has taken less time 
than usual to make a splection he has not 
fallen short of the high standard of qualifica- 
tions which he has observed from the begin- 
ning in making jucicial appointments. 

The nomination of Judge Jackson, proper 
in itself, is also a politic one. Few question the 
ability of the appointee. The only fault-find- 
“ers are the two Repulican Congressmen 

from Tennessee, who say that Judge Jackson 
is a “State’s rights Democrat” and will be 
anti-national in his views regarding questions 
which may come before! the court. On the 
other hand President Harrison served in the 
Senate with the Judge. They have been per- 
sonal friends for some yéars. The President 
has known what the Judge’s decisions have 
been while on the Circuit/bench. If he is sat- 
isfied Republicans need not be alarmed. On 
the money questidn he is unquestionably 
sound. He was elected to the Senate by anti- 

repudiation Republicaus and Democrata. — 

The Fifth Judicial District, to which the 
new Justice will. be assigned, embraces the 
-States of Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, and Texas, It is better in 
many respects that a man reared in the South 
should hold court there. Where it is possible 
vacancies in the Supreme Court should be 


‘| filled by promotion. After lookmg the field 


over carefully the President could not find a 
more suitable man than Judge Jackson. 

When the Appellate Court Judges were ap- 
pointed President Harrison departed from all 
precedents by putting sonjie Democrats on the 
bench. He has gone farther still in non-par- 
tisanship by appointing a Democrat to the 
Supreme Court when he could, haa he seen 
fit, have given the position to a Republican. 
There may be some Republicans who wil! find 
fault with*him for acting thus and who will 
say with truth that no Democratic President 
would have given any office to a political oppo- 
nent, It is not likely that if one of the present

That 
is one of the many acts which will make his 
administration notable for its excellence. 


THE CRY FOR MUNICIPAL GAS. 

A number of citizens of Chicago have en- 
deavored this week to impress upon a Senate 
commiuttee at Springfield the alleged impor- 
tance of empowering this city to erect and 
maintain a municipal gas plant. This is 
part of a scheme which is admitted to include 
electric plants and telephone establishment, 
and understood to be intended to pave the 
way for other municipal ownership and oper- 
ation. The aim and intent areto make the city 
government a paternal one, providing light, 
heat, and power, transportation, electric and 
telephonic communication, etc., thereby con- 
stituting ita vast machine with powers far 
greater than any ever wielded by Tammary, 
and giving opportunities for corruption on the 
biggest conceivable scale. 

It was stated by one of the speakers that 
ten cities in the United States now own and 
operate gas works, but the/fact that if allow- 
ance be made for difference in cost of fuel the 
cost to.consumers is as great in each case and 
in some of thein greater than in this city was 
quietly ignored. The visitors also seem to 
have no conception of the fact that gas grad- 
ually. is dying out asan illuminant, giving way 
to ejectricity, so that the probabilities are the 
city would be saddled with a gas plant that 
would not pay expenses a few years hence. 
But they were boiling over with ideas concern- 
ing the cost of manufacturing gas and with 
the notion that their fad would be the means 
of an immense saving if adopted. One of 
them asserted that “fuel gas could be sold for 
15 cents” per 1,000 feet, but did notsay under 
what conditions. It is true that a good article 
of fuel gas has been manufactured not far 
from this city at a net ¢ost of about 10¢ 
cents per 1,000 feet, but it was done by use of 
slack and with country scale of pay for labor 
mm addimon to rural valuations of rea! estate. 
And that was the cost for the gas put into the 
h Ider, not including cost) of distribution or 
what many companies have found to be an 
important loss by leakage and condensation, 
the former having amounted to 14 per cent in 
Philadelphia one year. The fuel gas thus 
produced is far from equal jin vaiue to natural 
gas, which some consumers bere have recently 
alleged to be dear at 25 cents per 1,000 ih com- 
parison with coal. The gentleman adinitted 
that it costs about 10 cents per 1,000 extra to 
make illuminating gas, but did not seem ‘o 
be aware that the expense! of distributing it 
would’ also be greater, if a smaller quantity 
were delivered in proportion to the area served 
by the pipes and mains of the company. 

No doubt the gas compadies are making a 
big profit out of the people pf this city. They 
could well afford to supply ata less price the 
enormous quantities they serve each year to 
tne people.

The negro Hen Smith, who was burned to 
death after the most hornble tortures at 
Paris, Tex., had mmitted a most inhu- 
man crime atid fleserved to die as swift- 
ly as justice could! bring about that richly 
merited penalty.. He was an inhuman, bestial 
monster and his | crime one of the most ap- 
‘pallmg on repent. Bat even this statement 
of the case does nob excuse or even palliate 
the inhuman crime perpetrated by a mob of 
people calling themselves civilized. Their 
crime was as fiendish as his and every man 
concerned in it deserves condign punishment. 
It wads a display. barbarism that would 
have disgraced the/Apaché Indians. It adds 
to its barbarity that it was not the result of a 
sudden mad and revengeful impulse. It was 
planned coolly and| deliberately several days 
in advance of ité execution and public an- 
nouncement was a of it. Hundreds of 
white savages flo¢ked into Paris to witness 
this revolting and flendish display of cruelty, 
and every detail of the horror was carried out 
with deliberate, cold-blooded, and diabolical 
delight. Though forewarned of what was 
coming not a step wastaken in the line of 
their duty by the officers of the law. The offi- 
cials who are sworn to keep the peace and exe- 
cute the law werp either too timid to inter- 
fere or they were in collusion with the fiend- 
ish mob in a deed the description of which 
even makes one sick with horror. 

Now that the deed is done, however, and the 
mob satiated with ¢ruelty has dispersed, the 
Governor of Texas has instructed the County 
Attorney of Lamar County to prosecyte every 
person engaged in the lynching and _ the Sher- 
iff to make complaint against th®m and re- 
port the names of witnesses. In one of his 
dispatches the Governor says: : 

In the lynching @f the negro Smith in Paris 
yesterday the laws of the State have been openly 
defied. Every good citizen is interested in main- 
taining and enforcing the laws of the land. 
@ither law and order or anarchy must prevail, 
and there can be ko compromise or midale 
ground. Mob law in Texas must be stamped out. 
It is believed and expected that you will prompt- 
ly, diligently, and persistently inquire into 
and ascertain who are the -guilty parties and 
faithfully and fearlessly prosecute them. Any as- 
sistance needed will be promptly rendered. 

Accompanying the Governor’s dispatches 

is another from Paris which says: ‘‘ There 
exists little serioug belief that any real steps 
will be taken to bring people to the bar of the 
courts,”’ and this undoubtedly reports the 
correct,.condition of public sentiment at that 
place. During the last two years similar or- 
ders have been issued by Southern Governors 
without result. No steps have been taken by 
the authorities to gnforce them. No one has 
been prosecuted, no one punished, and the 
law remains impotent. Meanwhile these out- 
rages continue without the shadow of justifi- 
cation, since thera never has been a case on 
record in which a segro convicted of any of- 
fense in the courts of that section has escaped 
the extreme penalty of the law. 
- It goes without saying that the inhuman 
deed perpetrated by the people of Paris will 
have no effect on checking crime, but cn the 
other hand will tend to increase it. It is tan. 
tamount to a public notification that the laws 
cannot be administered; and in any commu 
nity where such a condition of justice exists it 
will invite fresh outfages. The desperate and 
criminal portion of the community will be en- 
couraged and soonér or later will ‘dominate 
the few law-abiding persons and. chaos will 
ensue. But apart from this view of the sub- 
ject if the Governorof Texas has any respect 
for the reputation of the State he will not rest 
until he has brought every man connected 
with it to justice and thus avoid the repetition 
of a similarly horrible crime. If the Sheriff 
of Lamar County cannot do his duty then let 
the Governor call out the whole militia force, 
If that organization cannot enforce his orders 
then let him call uppn the United States and 
let Paris be placed under martial law until 
these white savages are punished and the 
operations of lawtare respected, They are not 
a whit superior to thp brutal monster they so 
brutally dispatched.’ His savagery was even 
exceeded by theirs. |Their crime reflects not 
alone upon the civilization of Texas but of 
the whole country. Let the civil law be en- 
forced or promptly acknowledge it cannot be 
and let martial law take its place. 


TRANSPORTATION THROUGH CANADA, 

The message from’ President Harrison to 
Congress in regard tio our Canadian ‘trade re- 
lations is a timely one. Business conditions 
have undergone important changes since the 
treaty of Washingtom was concluded, and pro- 


| visions which then were well adapted to the 


requirements of foreigh trade require to be 
altered in common fairness to the people of 
the United States. The President holds that 
Art. 29 of the treaty has been abrogated, put 
that even if it were in force there is no law 
to execute it, and that “treaty or no treaty the 
question of sealing cars” ‘containing mer- 
echandise imported through Canadian ports 
for the use of our citizens or passing from one 
place in the United States through Canada 
“is and always has pees one to be settled’ by 
our laws according to our convenience and 
our interests as we may see them.’”’ The law 
authorizing the sealing of such cars in Can- 
ada does not apply to merchandise imported 
by our citizens from countries not contiguous, 
such as China and Japan, and carried through 
Canada for delivery to such owners. The law 
did not contemplate the passing of sealed 
cars to any place not “a port,” nor their de- 
livery to be opened without the supervision of 
@ revenue officer, such a practice being incon- 
sistent with the safdty of the revenue. The 
Treasury regulations have given to these laws 
a construction and scope not contemplated by 
Congress. 

The President says that a policy adapted to 
the new conditions gfowing 1n part out-of the 
construction of the Canadian Pacific railroad 
should be declared and the business placed 
upon & basis more jugt to our people and the 
transportation companies. If we continue the 
policy of supervising rates upon the railroads 
of the United States and require that they be 
just and reasonable, we cancot, in fairness, at 
the same time give those unusual facilities for 
competition to Canadian roads that are free to 
pursue the practices as to cut rates and 
favored rates which we condemn and punish 
if practiced by our own railroads. The ques- 
tion thus opened by the President 18 a vexed 
one and might be found very difficult to 
settle, but it demands) investigation as an act 
of justice to American carrying companies, 
which allege they find it impossible to operate 
in competition with Panetion lines without 
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command the attention of the incommg 
ministration at an early day as one that 
vitally concerus the commercial and transpor- 
tation interests of the people.

that would not do at all and that Great Britain 
must not permit anything of the kind. There 
has been no repetition of such offensive re- 
marks. The reason probably is that they did 
not represent the sentiment of the country, 
and that these journals discovered speedily the 
English did not care much if Hawaii did fall 
into the hands of the United States. 

Nor does the English Government seem to 
be in any haste to mx itself up in the matter. 
Iu reply to inquiries made in the House of 
Commons the Parliamentary Secretary of the

ington regarding the Hawaiian Islands, and 
that the government as then advised did not 
intend to sdénd any warships to Honolulu, be- 
heving **the lives and property of British sub- 
jects in Hawaii were safe under American pro- 
tection,”” That was courteous and true. 

The truth is thatthe English Government 
lacks a decent pretext for interfering. It has 
no special rights whatever in Hawaii, not even 
a shadow of a right. It has na treaties with 
Hawaii which require ‘t todo anything. Nor 
has ary English colony such an interest as 


would indice it to make a fuss as Canada did | 


about the seal question. Hence itis not as- 
tonishing that the Engliah people take things 
so quietly. 

Nor is this a suitable time for the English 
Government to hunt for: pretexts’ for inter- 
ference. A row in the Pacific might stir up.a 
row in Europe, which might result disastrous- 
ly for England. Furthermore, there are mat- 
ters for the present government to attend to 
at home. It is of much nrore importance for 
the Liberals to settle the Irish question than 
it is to get into a dispute with the United 
States, | 

These things ought to reassure those timid 
souls who have been saying that Hawaii must 
not be annexed because England ‘would ob- 
ject and there would be a war with that cvun- 
try, which would ee a very expensive one, 
The United States is too tig now to listen pa- 
tiently to such unmanly, cowardly reasons. 
If the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands at 
the request of their legitimate government 
must needs be followed by war with England 


then the war must be fought out no matter 


what the cost. It would be economy in the 
long run todo that rather. than let England 
get the islands. From present appearances, 
however, there is:no reason why any one 
should be worried. England seems to be 


‘taking the proposed annexation very easily. 


COUNCILS AND STREET RAILROAD ORDI- 
NANCES. 

The general law governing cities, villages, 
and towns says that a City Council or a Board 
of Trustees shall not grant. the right of way 
on any street or alley to any. steam, electric, 
cable, or horse railway except upon the peti- 
tion of the owners of more than one-half the 
frontage of each mile, Two bills have been 
introduced in the Legislature to amend that 
provision by limitmg) the power the city 
authorities now enjoy of refusing to grant a 
franchise even though the company asking it 
has the necessary petition. These bills say 
that when the petition signed by more than 
half the owners of the frontage of each sepa- 
rate mile or fraction of a mile is.presented the 
Council must grant the right of way “ under 
reasonable and just conditions,” 

The objett is, no doubt, to meet soms spe- 
cial case, where a Council io the exercise of 
ite discretson has refused to grant a franchise, 
for it is stated that— 

The construction of certain railroads is now be- 
ing obstructed which are in process of construc- 
tion, therefore an emergency exists, and this act 
shall take effect and bein force from and after 
its passage. 

It may be that some street railroad com- 
pany somewhere in the State has not been 
fairly treated and that property-owners may 
have been denied a road they have asked for 
and need. Nevertheless, it is not wise to 
amend a general law to meet some special 
case before becoming satisfiea as to the effect 
of that change in cities where the law has not 
worked badly. If the lawis amended the 
amendment will apply to Chicago as well as 
to the smallest town in the State. That being 
the case, it would be well to know whois to 
decide what are “‘ reasonable and just condi- 
tions.”” Supposing the Aldermen are asked 
for a right of way and they insert in the ordi 
nance provisions which they deem reasonable 
and just,such as a’ mijeage rental, for in- 
stance, but winch the company does not, who 
is to decide? The Coundil or the courts? 

If the Council is to be the judge then the 
law might as well stand as it is. If the courts 
are to settle adispute, then the Legislature 
ought to give them some specific directions as 
to what constitutes justice and reasonableness, 
for the words are rather vague. The lawyers 
of the General Assembly should look into the 
matter carefully before passing such a bill,

In the January number of the Arena Henry 
Wood asks the question: ‘Does bichloride 
of gold cure inebriety?’’ and answers it to his 
own satisfaction. He admits “there is over- 
whelming evidence that a large number of 
radical and positive cures have taken place”’ 
under the Keeley treatment for drunkenness 
and the opium habit,. and that “many who 
for years have bravely battled in vain with 
their insatiable and intangible foe come forth 
after a few weeks’ treatment free and 
reliant, with all craving for stimulants 
eradicated.”” He concedes that not much 
if any more than 5 per cent of the 
Keeley graduates have fallen back, and says 
that even if twice that proportion,had lapsed 
the record would be aremarkablé one. But 
he claims it has been proved both by expert 
testimony and the experience of the ages that 
* no drug or material remedy can cure drunk- 
enness.”’ As it is axiomatic that two truths 
cannot bein conflict, Mr. Wood argues that 
the only solation of the difficulty is to assume 
that the so-called gold cure is in reahty “‘ un- 
conscious mind cure.” ‘ He thinks the gold is 
only a fetich but a necessary one, since if Dr, 
Keeley had named his estavlishment a mind 
cure institute or a metaphysical sanitarium, 
leaving out the gold, he would have received 
such an amount of popular rndicule that few 
would have entered the institution. He says 
the cure through the voluntary worship of the 
gold fetich is greatly preferable to the slavish 


, abstinence due to hypnotic influences as 


exerted by some other reformers. 

Mr. Wood insists that Dr. Keeley’s own 
strong personal faith and pure ideals, “‘ which 
are winged with great power,” are impressed 
upon the mentality of the patient, and that 
water injection ‘oy as well be used for hypodermic 
him as the bichloride. That is as 


sands of miles away, by some sort of theoso- 
phy or astral projection of ‘his mind to each 
of nearly one hundred institutes and to thou. 
sands of men and women of whom he never 
heard and who never saw him, why can he not 
also cure by the same process other diseases, 
such as cholera, yellow fever, typhoid, diph- 
theria, pneumonia, consumption, or catarrh, 
or even'acommoncold? While admitting the 
fact that myriads of cures are being per- 
formed Mr. Wood gives a foolish reason 
therefor. Simply because he does not believe 
that alcoholism, morphinism, and narcotism 
can be cured by any medicine, and because 
some persons who wrote without the knowl- 
edge gained through recent researches as- 
serted it could not be done, Mt, Wood refuses 
to admit what is to many thousands a patent 
and most welcome truth. But who cares 
whether he believes or not, so long as the 
solid fact of cure existe? His position is 
equally illogical and untenable with that of 
the lawyer who told a prisoner: “ They can- 
not arrest you for that,” and received the re- 
ply, ** But they have arrested me, and I am in 
jail. 9 

A complete quswer to the theory of mind 
cure in these cases is furnished by the fact 
that several persons have been cured without 
knowimg that they were under treatment. The 
very fitst person to whom the double chloride 
remedy was applied by Dr. Keeley was thus 
cured, and others have been entirely weaned 
from the tobacco habié when they supposed 
themselves to be under treatment for alco- 
holism only. _In the face @f such facts as 
these the mind cure theory is an explanation 
that does not explain. It mnst be classed 
with the now evidently absurd reasons given 
by some of the ancients for certain natural 
phenomena. The wonder is that an educated 
man should deem it wise to seek for obscure 
and occult reasons where plain and simple 
ones are open before him, ‘The fact that the

A pisPatou states that the Harney Peak Tin 
Mining company has shut down its works and 
dismissed its employés for an indefinite peri- 
od. This is the mine to encourage which a 
duty of four cents per pound was imposed on 
block tin, to go into effect July 1 of this year. 
Congress was toid. that the Black Hills con- 
taimed tin deposits of great richness, which 
would furnish all of that metal the United 
States needed if a little tariff protection were 
given. The Temescal tin minesof California, 
of which so much was said at one time, have 
petered out, and the Black Hills ones seem to 
have followed suit. If there is as much tin 
there as has been claimed, and if as much 
money has been invested in the Harney Peak 
mines as has been alleged, it is a little odd 
that the company should stup operations at 
this moment when.the heavy duty on tin will 
soon go into effect if not repealed: For sev- 
eral years the public has been regaled with 
stories about the mchness of these Black Hills 
mines. It has been stated scores of times 
that “within a few weeks”’ ora *‘ few months ”’ 
their owners would begin turning out tin in 
great quantities. And now comes a shut-down 
for an indefinite period. The probabilities 
seem to be that while there is tin in the Black 
Hills no process has been discovered yet of 
handling profitably the intractable ores. Ifno 
tin is to be produced in the United States the 
sooner the provision for the imposition of a 
duty next July is repealed the better. From a 
protectionist point of view the duty is inde- 
fensible. 


MAssacuusetts is working early and ear- 
nestly in the movement tn secure good roads. 
It has created a State Highway Commission, 
which has submitted a-report to the Legisla- 
ture recommending the appointment of ‘a per- 
manent State commission for the care of the 
highways. The report estimates the economic 
losses from present generally bad conditions 
at five to ten million dollars per year, this. not 
including indirect loss by damage to animals, 
vehicles, and harness. It discusses methods 
of road construction, and states that more } 
than 600 miles of road have been photografhed 
under the oversight of the commission. 
Twenty-three per cent of the towns in the 
State spend less than $1,000 per year each on 
their roads, and 50 per cent less than $2,000 
each. The seventy-five towns which expend 
less than $1,000 each average $15 per mile per 
annum of expenditure. The ninety-three 
towns which spend from $1,000 to $2,000 av- 
erage $26.70 per tile, and fifty-seven spend 
from $2,000 to $3,000 averaging $19.30 per mile. 
In all these towns the best that van be done is 
to struggle against a further depreciation of 
the highways. There are 257 towns, covering 
82.5 per cent of the towr area of the State, 
which are’ financially unable to keep their 
roads in good condition. There are twenty- 
twotowns which spend tach from $4,000 to 
$5,000 per year, averaging $94.30 per mile, and 
in these alone is it possible to secure reasona- 
ble improvement of the public highways. 
Four-fifths, and perhaps as much as 90 per 
cent, of the bad roads are directly connected 
with the manufacturing pleces. 


Tar Michigan Legislature has repealed the 
law providing for the choice of Presidential 
Electors, by Congressional districts, and the 
vote of the State will be cast as a unit in 1896. 
The senior Democratic organ thinks that the 
passage of the repealing measure by Repub- 
lican votes is a “‘ notable change of front ”’ 
on the part of that party, which in 1880 re- 
pudiated the unit rule and ordered that dele- 
gates be elected by Congressional districts. 
The facts do not warrant the charge. The 
action of the Republican convention in 1880 
applied to all the States, It did not lay down 
one rule for Michigan and another for the 
other States. If the Legislatures of Kentucky, 
Virginia, Tennessee, New Jersey, Maryland, 
etc., had provided for the choice of Electors 
by districts the Republicans wonld not 
have been so unanimous in their opposition 
to the action of the accidental Democratic 
Legislature from Michigan. They saw that 
what was done in Michigan was do ne merely 
because the Democrats were convinced they 
could not carry the State in 1892, and they saw 
also that in other States which the Democrats 
felt they could carry ro such law was to be 
adopted. The Michigan Legislature did not 
pass its district law to secure acloser repre- 
sentation of the people, but to gain an unfair 
partisan advantage. Hence the Republicans 
did net. change mene when they repealed that 
law.

‘them also contribute to a somewhat different

| There is one book which provokes compari- 
son with the work before us. We refer, of 
course, to the Life by Hermann Grimm, pub- 
lished in 1860. Mr. Symonds — it merited 
recognition as offering imits fifth edition, that 
of 1875, a standard authority. He also indi- 


cates the line in which he hopes to establish 


the claim of his vwn work by pojnting out 
that against the strength of Grimm’s treat- 
ment in introducing a critical and scientific 
method of dealing with hs material, and in 
using decuments freely, must be set off its 
weakness in giving disproportionate attention 
to Italian dynasties, wars, and revolutions. 
Michelangelo, according to Mr. Symonds, is 
meither an illustration nor an appendix to gen- 
eral Italian histery, but a chapter by himself. 
Mr. Symonds has brought to_ bear his tech- 
pical knowledge in art ‘history without 
being hampered hy it, e has desired 
to make his hero tell his own story 
by letters and memoranda, and he has 
made tiberal use of drawings, charts, and 
rtraits where they would supplement or 
ake the place of detailed explanation. 
result is not without faults, as‘ is almost inev- 
itabie where an attempt ie made to outdo so 


; many forme/’of excellence along their special 


‘Jines. The reader has an uneasy sense that 


| the results of what must be technical art crit- 


icism are not always scientifically obtained. 
A general obligmgness on the part of the au- 
thor to leave such questions to experts does 
‘not relieve him from responsibility in stating 
what the reader must accept as facts. The 
plain man cannot compare authorities, weigh 
evidence, or always see the bearing of foot- 
notes, so that beyond a certain point he is 
teased instead of hel by their presence. 

| Again, the author’s desire to rescue Michel- 
angelo’s character frum the exaggeration in

00 persistently defensive attitude on certain 
ints. His tone loses impersonal calm 
»f the scientific biographer’and takes on the 
tpprehension of the hero worshiper or the 
msistence of an advocate. This, perhaps, is 
»xcusable as long as all Mr. Symonds’ readers 
must be supposed to be possessed by the 
prejudices he wishes to remove, -but the un- 
sophisticated reader is almost always puzzled 
by being held responsible for other notions 
than those with which his author supplies 
hin. Finally Mr, Symonds quotes too much 
from himself in other books devoted to the 
gaine general interests as this biography. 
Not that M:. Symonds is not 4) ways interest- 
ing and suggestive, but there 1s a distinct 
break made in the style of the references he 
uses to himself in an earlier stage of literary 
existence, 

| In the account of a life so dacking in se- 
‘renity that one almost entertains, suspicions 
sof a discontinuous identity it seems a pity to 
introduce any new or unnecessary element of 
unrest. On one point Mr. Symonds has neglect- 
ed a tempting opportunity for discussion. He 
thas passed by the question of Michelan- 
‘gelo’s insanity with only incidental treatment. 
-He'knows of Lombroso’s book, he is even 
alive to the deductions sure to be drawn from 
it and the thoroughguing zeal of the disciples 
who are so eager to outstrip their master. 
But with admirable. self-control he has put 
‘away from him the desire to silence profes- 
‘sional quibblers and has told the facta almost 
jas if there were no Lombroso 
clared gemus insanity and Michelangelo 
‘insane. And for Mr. Symonds’ work in giv- 
jing his reasons a strong impression of 
the personality of the great art- 
jist too much can hardly obe said. 
‘The man is there, although we cannot always 
understand him, indeed, perhaps, all the more 
that everywhere there is something that we 
cannot understand. This,in the last resort, 
‘vindicates the humanity of most men. Mr. 
Symonds manages the revelations of the 
Buonarroti archives by simply not managing 
at ail, so as to secure the inviclability ot 
Michelangelo’s spiritual privacy. Much may 
be learned of his psychology; the man’s soul 
as as remote as when he walked among men, 
misunderstood by his own father and brothers 
and longing for any compretension that nee

“Life on the Circuit with Lincoln,” by 
Henry C. Whitney. 

“TLife.on the Circuit with Lincoln” isa 
modest title for a book which deals also with 
Lincoln’s genealogy, his religious beliefs, his 
married life, his earlier love affair with Aun 
Ruftedge, the emancipation prociamation, and 
which is, in short, a disconnected life of Mr. 
Lincoln from the cradie to the grave. Ihe 
author’s acquaintance with Lincoln began in 
1854 at the time of the admission of the former 
to the bar. They practiced law in the same 
circuit until 1861 and belonged 
political party: Mr. Whitney worked zealous 
ly to further Mr. Lincotn’s political fortunes 
and was made a paymaster in the army soon 
after the President’s inauguration. He was 
intimate with Mr. Lincoln after a fashion— 
not, indeed, as near to him as Herndon and 
one or two others—but sufficiently intimate to 
be intrusted with small political secrets, Mr. 
Lincoln unbosomed himself fully to no one at 
any time, 

There is very little which is new in Mr. 
Whitney’s large book. Most of the facts in it 
are found in the works of earlier writers. The 
moralizing, which is not always of the high- 
est. order, is Mr. Whitney’s own. Had the 
buok dealt solely with Lincoln’s “* Life on the 
Circuit” it would have been a small one. 
While the author was thrown into close rela- 
tions with Mr, Lincoln, being sometimes em- 
ployed on the same side sometimes re- 


| tained against him, he seems to be unable to 


add anything of consequence to what has al- 
ready been said about Lincoln as a lawyer. 
The truth is that Linmcoin did not make as 
much of an impression on those who knew 
him prior to 1860 as is sometimes supposed. 
Few had any thought until..he was almost at 
the threshold of the Presidency that a great 
future awaited Lincdéln.. No one played Bos. 
well to his Johnson, for no one imagined that 
his utterances would prove a souirce of inter- 
est to posterity. 

Mr. Whitney was at the Bloomi n con 
vention of 1856. According to him, when 
Lawrence County was called for delegates 
Uncle Jesse Duvpis, who had come from that 
county, failed to respond. He had looked in 
and seen some Abolitionists in the convention 
and was doubtful about the advisability of 
meen | with such fellows. Subsequently he 
plue up- courage, took jis seat, and was 
nominated for State Auditor, After Mr. Lin- 
coln had finished the speech which he made 
at the meeting Dubois said to Whitney: 
“That is the greatest speech ever made in Iili- 
nois. It puts Lincoln on the track for the Pres- 
ideacy.”’ That evening Mr. Whitney repeated 
this remark to Lincoln, and he believes that it 
was then that the latter first thought of the 
Presidency. At any rate, the idea came to 
him, thinks Mr. Whitney, about a month later 
when Lincoln -was one of the persons voted 
for for Vice-President at the convention 
which nominated Fremont. Mr. Whitney 
says he handed Mr. Lincoln the paper con- 
taining the account of the balloting, so 
at whichever time Mr. Lincoln first thought of 
himself as a Presidential possibility ““I was 
the John the Baptist who was the forerunner 
of the great news.”’ 

Tn spite of its occasional shortcomings Mr. 
Whitney’s book is, like most of those which 
relate to Mr. Lincoln, an interest one. 
The subject will attract, though the style may 
not always doso. The book has a nadmber of 
fairly good illustrations, some of them repre- 
senting scenes near New Salem. (Boston: 
Lauriat. )
